pioneer settler "is always a splendid 
type, for cowards do not venture 
as he must, and the selfish will not 
give up what he must saerifee. So 
he is always a man of eo'irage and 
& man who dares. The early settler 
of Indiana was of this class. They 
come from the south and aast, many 
of them sons of good families who 
wished 'to try their, fortunes in a 
new country, many of them from' the 
south were poor, who had never had 
a:chance because of the slave labor 
They .were however often men 
of 


courage and ability and needed only 
the opportunity to make good. The 
cosmopolitan character'of the early 
population of Indiana undoubtedly
